Section 1. Any person who shall have 
been an employee of Shelby County and 
in the service of the county for not leas 
than twenty years prior to the establish. 
ment of the county retirement system, but 
was not an employee of said county on 
the date of establishment of such retire. 
ment system and is not now eligible for 
membership in any existing retirement 
system of the county, shall be entitled to 
the same benefits computed on the same 
basis as benefits are provided for mem- 
bers of the retirement system of the 
county.

($75) per month,

County Engineer James L. Ray 
Jr. explained that it will probably 
take about four months for the 
project to be placed under contract, 
but that this should permit the 
contractor to begin work on the 
base course by about Jan. 1. 

Since the paving season opens

It 
will be about as suspenseful as a 
taffy pull. 

There never was any doubt that

essential to good health. 

There are two methods of mak- 
ing pickles. The slow way is to 
soak cucumbers in brine for fou 
to six weeks, remove the salt, and 
then add sugar, vinegar, and spices 
or leave them plain for salt pickles. 

The second method is a shorter 
process. This seldom gives a crisp 
pickle and the characteristic green 
color is not always present, If 
your time is limited the shorte: 


method can be satisfactory. 
VERY POPULAR 


Cucumber pickles are very popu- 
lar. Wax coated cucumbers (bought 
from the vegetable counter) are 
not suitable for pickling whole be- 
cause brine cannot penetrate the 
wax, 

Cucumbers should be used with- 
in 24 hours after gathering. If 
they are kept, even under refrig- 
eration, longer than 24 hours be- 
fore the pickling process begins 
the quality of your pickles will be 
poor. Be sure to remove the blos- 
som because it contains enzymes | 
which will soften the cucumber, If | 
whole cucumbers are to be brined,| 
leave 1/4 inch stem. | 


GRANULATED SALT 


Use pure granulated salt. It is 
sumetimes called meat-curing salt 
or barrel salt. Salt containing 
iodine causes pickles to darken. 

The type of lime to use is cal- 
cium hydroxide, commonly called | 
slaked or builder’s lime. This can} 
be bought at farm supply or build- 
er’s supply stores. Do not use rock | 
lime. If the lime is lumpy it has 
lost its activity and should not be | 
used, 

If possible, do not use alum be- 
cause if too much is used or if it 
remains in the cucumber it could 
cause digestive disturbances. 

Use a good grade (40 to 60 grain 
strength) vinegar. 

Tie whole spices in a thin cloth 
hag and remove them before pic- | 
kles and relishes are packed. Whole 
spices left in the jar will darken 
the pickles and may cause offen-

Continue To 
Destroy Stills 


Enforcement agents of the ABC 
Board continue to get results from 
an intensive drive against illicit 
still activity in Alabama. 

Inaugurated in October, 1965, 
this drive has resulted in the de- 
struction of 2,659 stills, having «a 
combined capacity of almost 1.5 
million gallons of mash. If allowed 
to operate for one year, these stills 
would have produced nearly 7 mil- 
lion gallons of moonshine whiskey 
with an estimated value of $28 
million at still-site. 

A total of 367 automobiles have 
been confiscated for liquor law vi- 
vlations in conjunction with this 
concerted drive against the moon- 


shining — bootlegging racket in 
Alabama. 
The ABC Board estimates that 


every still destroyed at least 


one other escapes. 


This racket is draining millions 
of dollars from the State Treasury 


jeach year in the form of untaxed 
laleohol. 


ABC enforcement officials report | 


that, although the tax drain is rea- 
son enough for this fight, moon- 
shine whiskey is one of the filthiest 
commodities, manufactured under 
the crudest, most unsanitary con- 
ditions, offered on the American 
market today. Most moonshine 
whiskey is found to be poisoned 
by arsenic of 
the manufacturing process or by 
wood alcohol used to give it an 
additional “kick.” 

Fermentation stimulants, 
as battery acid and anti-freeze, are 
also found in many cases. 

James E. Caldwell, ABC admin- 
istrator, says, “Every effort will 
be made to destroy this racket and

In 1963 he took his family to 
Wolfville, Nova Scotia, where he 
also served in the ministry of the 
United Church of Canada. 

Dr. van Tuyll speaks four lang- 
uages fluently — English, French, 
German and, of course, Dutch — 
and has an extensive working 
knowledge of Greek, Hebrew and 
Latin.

MONTGOMERY — Just 15 years ago, at the close 
of the 1950-51 fiscal year, Alabama’s bounded indebt- 
edness was $52 million. Today it is almost nine times 


that amount — $450.7 mil 

And back in the early '50s, 
$40.8 million of the debt was 
in general obligation bonds 
and a mere $1 million in re- 
venue bonds. Interest due 
amounted to the other $10.5 
million. 

At the close of business 
this year, $51.8 million in gen- 


eral obigation bonds were 
outstanding while revenue 
bond outstanding totalled 


$396.9 million. 

ANOTHER $41 MILLION 

And in addition, there is 
another $41 million in revenue 
bonds authorized but not yet 
issued. Of this, $36 million is 
for the Public School and 
College Authority and the 
other $5 million for the new 
prison at Atmore. 

And at this moment, as the 
gubernatorial campaign enters 
its final two weeks, there is 
every indication that the le- 
gislature will be called into 
special session—some are say- 
ing it will come this year — 
to float another huge bond 
issue. Estimates on the size 
of it range from $150 to $300 
million. 

The need for the moment is 
in the State Highway De- 
partment, which can gobble up 
a $25 to $50 million bond 
issue with no trouble at all. 

THEY’RE BROKE 


The department is broke and 
in fiscal 1967, there are feder- 
al appropriations available 
which will require at least 
$25 million in matching state 
funds, This U.S. aid will pro- 
vide $18.9 million for primary, 
secondary and urban roads, 
which must be matched one- 
for-one by the state. And 
another $70 million in federal 
air is earmarked for the inter- 
state system in Alabama, 
which will require 7 million in 
state funds on a 10-for-1 ba- 
sis. 

And that’s $26 million in 
state funds in one year. So 
to keep the program rolling 
for four years, $150 million 
isn’t an unreasonable figure. 

SOUL-SEARCHING 


The state’s indebtedness is 
causing some hard soul-search- 
ing in certain quarters and a 
move to realign the distri- 
bution .of ‘income from state 
gasoline taxes is certain to 
come before too many more 
bond issues are passed. 

For one thing, just like in 
private borrowing, the more 
you borrow, the more interest 
it takes each year right off 
the top of the pile. And while 
the state’s payments for debt 
service are well within the

national average, it still takes 
a huge chunk of the gas tax 
revenue just to pay for what 
has already been built, and 
this means less and less for 
road building needed today.

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Report from Washington

Aiding an enemy of your coun- 
try in time of war has always 
been regarded as treason. To- 
day in the United States there 
certain groups, as well as in- 
dividuals, who have engaged in 
activities and have made dec- 
larations and statements which 
would, without doubt, subject 
them to arrest and trial for trea- 
son if the formality of a dec- 
laration of war had been pass- 
ed by the Congress. 


We are engaged in an actual, 
although undeclared, war in 
Southeast Asia, and thousands 
of young Americans are being 
killed and wounded, We are as 
much at war today as we were 
in Korea, and we lost over 30,- 
000 men in that conflict. 


For the past year or so, Com- 
munist and Communist-front or- 
ganizations, as well as some 
misguided citizens, have been 
actively working to undermine 
our war efforts. They have open- 
ly defied authority by publicly 
nnouncing fund-raising and 
blood campaigns for the North 
Vietnamese Communist troops 
and the National Liberation 
Front ir South Vietnam—the so- 
called Viet Cong. 


Hinder Troop Movement 


Some of these same organiza- 
tions have even attempted to 
hinder the movement of United 
States troops and military sup- 
plies. Masquerading under such 
names as Vietnam Day Com- 
mittee, May Second Movement, 
Students for a Democratic So- 
ciety, Medical Aid Committee, 
and others, some of these peo- 
ple have bodily tried to stop 
troop and supply trains in Cali- 
fornia. 

As a result of hearings on this 

subject, the House Un-American 
Activities Committee recently 
approved legislation designed to 
make such activities unlawful. 
This measure, if adopted, will 
subject anyone who solicits, col- 
lects, or delivers any money, 
property, or thing to or for the 
use of any foreign power that 
is engaged in armed conflict 
with United States armed forces 
to a possible penalty of a $20,- 
000 fine, 20 years imprisonment, 
or both. , 
. The committee-approved bill 
also will make it unlawful for 
any person to obstruct, impede, 
or interfere with the free move- 
ment of United States armed 
forces and supplies. Anyone vi- 
olating this provision of the pro- 
posed law would be liable for 
a $10,000 fine, five years im- 
prisonment, or both. 


New Laws Needed 


Although Administration of- 
ficials took the position that 
there is no need for new legisla- 
tion, they in fact confessed their 
inability to prosecute, and, when

pressed, could cite no statutes 
that would be clearly applica- 
ble to this problem, Therefore, 
there is little doubt that our 
laws in this area need to be up- 
dated and strengthened, 

We must not and we cannot 
dismiss the activities of the 
Communist and Communist 
front organizations as ‘‘eccen- 
tric’’ as the Department of Jus- 
tice has suggested we do, If we 
value our liberties, we must 
not permit any impairment of 
our national security while pow- 
erful forces, hostile to our 
society, are preparing to make 
us their victim. 

Therefore, I am very hopeful 
that this legislation will be con-

Suits, Coattails, Charges Fly 
As Races Enter Last Lap

First take the Grenier- 
Sparkman race, which Spark- 
man is generally considered 
to be leading. The fledging 
Republican Party organization 
which John Grenier organized 
practically by himself, was 
shocked, to say the least, by 
the young Birmingham law- 
yer’s remarks recently in Mo- 
bile in which he practically 
tied himself to the coattails 
of Wallace. 


“MOVE CLOSELY ALLIED” 


What he said was that he 
and Wallace were more close- 
ly allied on national issues 
than are Wallace and Spark- 
man. 

The move might have won 
him a few votes, but it cer- 
tainly damaged him in party 
circles. One dedicated worker 
in Montgomery said the past 
weekend that it looked like 
an “every man for himself” 
statement. 

Jim Martin, the Republican 
candidate for governor, cer- 
tainly didn’t appreciate the 
remark. 

Another happening was the 
suit filed in federal court 
against a Birmingham insur- 
ance company and naming At- 
torney General candidate Don 
Collins as a “controlling of- 
ficer.” 

Collins called the suit’s alle- 
gations “a pack of lies” and 
said the suit was “politically 
motivated.” He owns a few 
shares and vowed that he 
would help prosecute the firm 
if there is any wrongdoing. 

This one might help Collins 
more than hurt him. 


ANOTHER SUIT 


Another suit, which has the 
appearance of being political- 
ly motivated, is the one filed 
in Montgomery charging a 
number of people with being 
“liquor agents.” Gov. Wallace 
vowed the end of the liquor 
agent system in his 1964 cam- 
paign and banishing them was 
one of his first official acts. 

Whether or not they are 
back in business will be de- 
termined by the court, but not 
until after the election. The 
administration made the best 
possible response to this suit 
by saying that if any distillers 
still use agents, the state will 
cancel its business with those 
distillers. It was supposed to 
be Martin’s biggest gun, but 
it didn’t make a very loud 
bang. 

Possibly the one develop- 
ment which will make a dif- 
ference is the arrest in Bir- 
mingham of a Demopolis man, 
charging him with bribery 
and extortion in attempting to 
influence a Public Service 
Commission case. 

A federal grand jury is go- 
ing to look into this one, start- 
ing the day before the election. 
And while no news will come 
out of this probe until after 
the election, it promises to 
have far-reaching’ effects. 
There is one race in the PSC 
this year — incumbent Demo- 
crat Sylbil Pool being opposed 
by Republican Jodie Connell. 


BULL CONNOR 


PSC President Eugene Con- 
nor has been aiding in the 
investigation and one of the 
PSC members has been im- 
plicated. The third member, 
Ed Pepper, having lost his 
primary race for Congress, is 
going out of office and C, C,

The First Courts 
In Shelby County 


While browsing around the 
Columbiana Library last week, 
we came across a historic ac- 
count of the early settlers in 
Columbiana and the operation 


‘of the courts at that time, 


written by the late Joseph L. 
Peters, a prominent attorney 
in Columbiana. During the 
years we edited the Shelby 
County Democrat, we reprint- 
ed this excellent document and 
if you are interested in re- 


reading it—go to the Library 
and ask for it. 


Regarding the courts dur- 
ing this period, Mr. Peters 
says: “Up to the year 1826, 
the courts even before the or- 
ganization of the county, had 
been Held in the northern end 
of the county; first at the res- 
idence of William Wallace; 
but shortly after in 1882 a 
courthouse was built about one 
and one-half miles north of 
These courts were 
resided over by five Justices 
who selected 
from their number, one to act 
as- Chief Justice. The first 
Chief Justice was George Phil- 
lips who associated with him 
as members of the court, Ben- 
nett Ware, Thomas Rodgers, 
and Patrick Hayes. 


In 1819, George Phillips and 
Thomas Rodgers were chosen 
“o represent Shelby County in 
the Constitutional Convention 
which was held in 1819 and 
Bennett, Ware was a senator 
in the Legislature from Shel- 
by County the same year, 
Jesse Wilson and Arthur Tay- 


‘lor were representatives. 


The first Judge (Thomas 
W. Smith) was elected and 
was styled “Judge of the Or- 
phans Court” by which it was 
known until 1827 when it as- 
sumed the name County Court, 

In 1825, the question of a 
removal of the courthouse to 
a more central point in the 
county was raised and Monte- 
vallo and Columbiana became 
competitors, Montevallo had 


‘+ne the largest population but 
‘Columbiana, being nearer the 


senter of the county, won, and 
in 1826, the election was held 
and Columbiana became known 


' as the County Site. 


The First Jail 


The first jail, as recorded 
by Mr. Peters, was located in 
Columbiana in 1826, It was a 
log building and poorly con- 
structed. A man named Cald- 
well being incarcerated there 
bore augur holes through the 
walls and escaped. He, after- 
wards, killed an Indian and 
was convicted of murder and 
sentenced to hang. He was 


carried by the sheriff to the 
* Slow back of the town grave- 


yard and all things made 
yeady for the execution of the 
criminal. While tears were 


‘‘coming down his cheeks, a re- 


prieve from the Governor was 
presented, and the criminal set 
free much to the disappoint- 
witness the

Some GOP Victories 


There are going to be some 
Republican victories, because 
it looks as though the four 
Republican congressmen will 
all be re-elected and that Jo- 
die Connell might well be the 
one who will end the political 
career of Miss Sibyl Pool, now 
a public Service commissioner 
but former holder of every 
lesser elective office in the 
State House Hierarchy. And 
there is no doubt that a good 
number of Republicans are 
going to be elected in several 
counties possibly 10 or 11 to 
the House and three or four 
in the Senate, plus a number 
of courthouse officials. 

But to assess the Republi- 
ean party in terms of suc- 
cesses or failures in this elec- 
tion would be wrong. Because 
it is the start they made which 
is important. And while Dem- 
ocrats may scoff, 1966 may 
well be considered the year 
in which the GOP reached ma- 
turity in Alabama.. 


Protest 


In 1962, Jim Martin’s race 
was a_ statewide protest 
against the Democratic Par- 
ty, but it was practically a 
one-man show. And in 1964 
the Republicans who were elec- 
ted were not winners because 
of a growing faith in the 
state in Republican ideals. It 
was largely attributable to 
the fact that Barry Goldwater 
voted against the civil rights 
bill. 

So this year, the GOP 
strength on Tuesday will be 
more of a lasting thing. it 
will give the fledging party 
a base upon which to build. 

But in four days of associa- 
tion with party officials and 
candidates on that statewide 
train campaign it became clear 
that the people who put up 
the donations — the really 
big donations — are just be- 
ginning to build and they 
are not too disappointed over 
the outcome of the election. 


Real Muscle 


And in 1968, and again in 
1970, look for a Republican 
Party with real muscle. The 
powers that be are going to 
call for a solidified party — 
united in purpose, in aims and 
in the tactics it will take to 
reach those aims. The little 
party schisms that are evident 
today are going to have to be 
solved, and it looks like they 
will be solved. 

And what of the next four 
years? 

On this we can again only 
speculate, but it is going to 
be interesting to see what 
the Board of Trustees of the 
University or of Auburn say 
when the lady governor shows 
up at a meeting with her No. 
1 adviser. 

Are these boards, and other 
governmental boards and com- 
missions going to accept this 
sort of thing? They could 
very likly tell the ex-governor 
to go sit in the hall and he’d 
have to go. 


State Plane 


And, of course, one wonders 
what will be the ex-gover- 
nor’s activities in regard to 
the presidential election. 
There’s no doubt he’s going 
out on the hustings, But how 
will his trips be financed? 
He can’t use the state plane, 
on his own, and if Mrs. Wal- 
lace lets him use it ,there’s 
going to be legal action to stop 
it.

Shelby County voters—like the rest of Alabama—followed the Wallace jug- 
gernaut and swept the entire Democratic slate to victory by margins in the neigh- 


borhood of three-to-one. 


Thus the appeal of the Wallace “Stand for Alabama” and the “one big lever” 
spelled bitter defeat of the first serious Republican uprising in Shelby County 
in decades. Local GOP organizers, who proved during the campaign that they 
must be reckoned with in future elections, fell far short of their confident hopes 
to elect at least two or three candidates on the local scene. 

Fay Quick, veteran chief clerk in the Probate Office, led the local Demo- 
cratic ticket in her first bid for elective office as tax collector. She defeated 
Cecil L. Hodgens by about three-to-one. 

She was followed closely by Ross Bob Mullins, veteran tax assessor, who suc- 
cessfully withstood a challenge from Alton Young.

REPORTER STARTS 124TH YEAR 


With a Bright New Look, 
She’s Still Young at Heart

With this issue—reporting 
the results of another historic 
political campaign in Shelby 
County—The Shelby County 
Reporter begins its 124th year 
of publication, ranking near 
the top of the list of the old- 
est newspapers in Alabama. 

She’s a pretty old girl, but 
with a new look and bright 
future, she’s still young at 
heart. 

The Reporter was born in 
1843 in the midst of a politi- 
cal campaign. 

It was established in Talla- 
dega, by a grant of business- 
men of that city, to help carry 
Alabama for Henry Clay in 
his race for President of the 
United States in 1844. 

The necessary equipment 
was ordered and shipped by 
boat to Talladega by way of 
Wetumpka. It was hauled 
from Wetumpka in a wagon. 


ON HORSEBACK 


A man to operate the new 
plant was found in Huntsville 


and he made the journey from 
Huntsville on horseback. His 
name was Thomas Cross. 

After the election was over, 
Cross bought the paper from 
its first owners and became 
editor and publisher. Cross 
published the paper for about 
40 years. His daughter still 
lived near Talladega as late 
as 1920. 

The plant was destroyed by 
fire about 1870 and all the 


records and the files of the 
War Between the States went 
up in the blaze. 

Cross sold the paper soon 
afterwards, The next owner 
was E. L. M. Word, whose} 
term of ownership was about 
20 years. 

The next owner was a young 
man from New Orleans, P. K. 
Ewing. He made the paper a 
semi-weekly and bought and 
installed a type-setting ma- 
chine, The Reporter was one 
of the first weeklies in Ala- 
bama to have this equipment. 

The next owner was Mark 
L. Tucker, who was well-known 
among Alabama Newspaper- 
men. His son published one of 
the Clanton papers for several 
years. I bought the paper in 
1920. 

In 1921, I began publishing 
a small edition of The Re- 
porter for the people of. Mon- 
tevallo, Calera and Wilton— 
“The Tri-Cities Reporter.” 

The year 1922 was election 
year, and it proved to be one 
of the most important elec-

The county Democratic 
chairman, who had asked vot- 
ers to re-elect him as a birth-| 
day present on Nov. 8, served} 
from a giant birthday cake as 
county officials and onlookers 
observed the tally in the Shel- 
by County courtroom. 


With returns complete but 
unofficial Tuesday night, Wal- 
ker ranked third in total vote 
among local candidates. 


W. G. McCarley, of Pratt- 
ville, who had defeated incum- 


bent State Sen. Jimmy Mc- 
Dow, Columbiana Chevrolet 
dealer, in the Democratic 
primary, showed surprising 


strength in ranking fourth in 
the vote total shown by al- 
most-complete returns. 


As had been anticipated. the 
strongest local GOP candidate. 
was W, W. “Bill” Rabren. 
who made a bid to succeed 
Democratic stalwart Handy 
Ellis, who for health reasons 
chose not to seek re-election 
as judge of the Law and 
Equity Court. 


Close behind was Emmett 
D. “Doug” Wyatt, a lifelong 
Republican and president of 
the Shelby County Farm Bu- 
reau, who polled an unofficial 
total of 2,922 in a challenge 
of Tom Stubbs who received 
5,198. Stubbs had defeated 
Democratic Rep. John Lewis 
Cates in the primary. 


County School Board Chair- 
man Henry M. Johnson won 
easily over County GOP Chair- 
man Ronald E. Short, 5,389 to 
2,415. 

GOP candidates for Board 
of Revenue, who had _ high 
hopes of winning in their re- 
spective districts, fell before 
the onslaught.

A suitable disinfectant is 
needed, It sould be one that 
kills many kinds of bacteria; 
does not injure or discolor 
fabrics; will not leave a harm- 
ful residue on fabrics.

Kinds of _ disinfectants, 
that may be used are Guain- 
ternary disinfectant, _li- 
quid chlorine bleach, and pine 
oil, and phenalic disinfectants. 
Read the label, follow direc- 
tions and heed precautions. 

Occasionally sanitize the in- 
terior surface of your washer 
by pouring disinfectant into 
the empty machine and com- 
plete a 15-minute cycle at the 
hot water setting.

Last Wednesday, approxi- 
mately 80 junior high School 
science pupils from Shelby 
County High viewed the Ci- 
vil Defense film “About Fall- 
out.” 

They are studying fallout 
and the effects of radiation 
and found (through the film) 
that radiation only damages 
living tissue by causing dam- 
age to the individual cells. 
Therefore, any particles of ra- 
dioactive fallout falling on 
food only needs to be brushed, 
peeled, and/or washed away. 


Fallout partcles can be re- 
moved from water supplies by 
sedimentation or filtering. 

People who have fallout 
particles on their bodies or 
clothing probably would not 
carry enough to endanger 
other people, but nevertheless 
should wash themselves for 
their own protection. 

It was learned that in case 
of a nuclear attack, protec- 
tion could be obtained from 
these radioactive fallout par- 
ticles with the help of three 
great allies: Time, Distance 
and Barrier or mass.

Civil Defense office, who pre-

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR

WHEREAS, the Legistature of Ala- 
bama, at the Special Session 1966, 
ordered an election to be held by the 
qualified electors of the State of Ala.

ment to the Constitution of Alabama,

WHEREAS, notice of such election, 
together with the proposed amendment 
is required by law and by the pro- 
visions of the act submitting the amend- 
ment to be given by a proclamation of 
the Governor to be published in cach 
county in the State of Alabama once a 
week for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for the 
election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. 
Wallace, as Governor of the State of! 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, direct 
tase Proclaim that on Tuesday the 6th 
day of December 1966, an election will 
be held at the several polling places 
within the State of Alabama in the man- 
fer and form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amendment to the

"6. To become indebted and to 
issue and sell interest bearing bonds,

Proclamations 


As Thanksgiving Day ap- 
proaches, it is interesting to 
read various proclamations 
issued by governors during 
their periods of history. One 
of the most interesting I 
have read was written by 
Yilliam Bradford, Governor 
of Plymouth Colony in 1623. 

We reprint it for your scrap- 
books: 

TO ALL YE PILGRIMS 

“Inasmuch as the Great 
Father has given us this year 
an abundant harvest of In- 
dian corn, wheat, beans, 
squashes ,and garden vegeta- 
bles, and has made the forests 
to abound with game and the 
sea with fish and clams, and 
inasmuch as He has protected 
us from the ravages of the 
savages, has spared us from 
pestilence and disease, has 
granted us freedom to worship 
God according to the dictates 
of our own conscience; now,I, 
your magistrate, do proclaim 
that all ye Pilgrims, with 
your wives and little ones, do 
gather at ye meeting house, 
vn ye hill, between the hours 
of 9 and 12 in the day time, 
on Thursday, November the 
29th of the year of. our Lord 
one thousand six hundred and 
twenty-three, and the third 
year since ye Pilgrims landed 
on ye Plymouth Rock, there 
to listen to ye pastor, and 
render thanksgiving to ye Al- 
ighty God for all His bles- 
sings”. 


Kennedy’s 
Message in 1963 


Three hundred and forty 
years later, John F,. Kennedy 
had this to say in his presiden- 
tial message: 

“Today we give our thanks, 
most of all, for the ideals of 
honor and faith we inherit 
from our forefathers for the 


decency of purpose, stead- 
fiistness of resolve and 
strength of will, for the 


courage and humility which 
they possessed and which we 
must seek every day to emu- 
late. Let us gather in sanc- 
tuaries dedicated to worship 
and in homes blessed by fa- 
mily affection to express our 
gratitude for the glorious 
gifts of God; and let us earn- 
estly and humbly pray that 
He will continue to guide and 
sustain us in the great un- 
finished tasks of achieveing 
peace, justice and understand- 
ing among all men.”

Periodic liming, 400 pounds 
of 5-15-15 per acre or equi- 
valent at planting, and 40 
pounds actual nitrogen as 
side dressing provide all needed 
plant nutrients. 


Application of Treflon at 
turning of the ground in the 
spring and spraying herbi- 
cides during growth of the cot- 
ton controls weeds. He uses 
Guthion with DDT as needed 
to maintain control of insects. 

Gin manager C. M. Wyatt 
of the Harpersville Co-op 
knows some of Kidd’s secrets. 
He plants very early, usually 
Apr. 10-15. He prefers DPL 
smooth leaf, although this 
year’s best field was Dekalb 
108, Wyatt explained. 

“He defoliates completely 
at full maturity, picking only 
once so that he gets top- 
quality cotton averaging 
11/16-inch staple,” Wyatt ex- 
plained. 

“If we could get all our 
farmers to do as good job as 
Mr. Kidd, cotton would really

Plans are under way for development of a first- 
class amphitheather in Oak mountain State Park to ac- 
commodate a summer theater schedule, Easter sunrise 
services and other similar functions. 


The project appears to 
have a bright future, and 
would be a tremendous asset 
to Shelby County and Cen- 
tral Alabama, both as a tou- 
rist attraction and as a cul- 
tural interest for our own 
people. 


Chichester’s Idea 


The idea was advanced by W. 
T. Chichester, associate pro- 
fessor of speech and director 
of theater at Alabama College. 
Chichester presented his de- 
tailed plan to the Shelby Coun- 
ty Industrial Board, and se- 
cured the board’s tentative 
approval as sponsors of the 
project. 

The board chairman, State 
Sen. Jimmy McDow, appoint- 
ed the following committee 
to make a thorough study of 
the proposal: 

State Rep.-Elect Tom 
Stubbs, chairman; C. B. Sydes, 
Victor Scott, Paul Posey and 
J. C. Acton. Chichester and 
Walter Moeck, Indian Springs 
School, and director of the 
Alabama Pope Orchestra, 
also will serve on the com- 
mittee, as will McDow and 
Homer Walton, executive 
secretary pf the Industrial 
Board. 


No Legal Barrier 


The Alabama Legislative 
Reference Service, which is 
available to advise state law- 
makers and officials on legal 
matters, has informed McDow 
that there is no legal reason 
why a non-profit civil oragn- 
ization could not receive per- 
mission from the state to es- 
tablish such a facility.

Road Dept. 
Chalks Up 
Record Year 


Shelby County has chalked- 
up another record-breaking 
year in operations of the 
County Highway Department. 

In his annual report to the 
Board of Revenue and Control 
County Engineer James L. 
Ray Jr. stated that from Oct. 
1, 1965, to Oct. 1, 1966, county 
forces graded and drained 
25.43 miles of county roads, 
applied base course to 27.14 
miles of newly constructed 
roads and paved under con- 
tract 38.91 miles of highways. 


Five concrete and steel 
bridge structures were recent- 
ly completed under contract 
totaling 606.70 lineal feet of 
bridges for this year. 


Four treated timber struc- 
tures were completed by coun- 
ty forces totaling 78 lineal 
feet for the year. 

Safety factors on the county 
highway system are of great 
importance to the motoring 
public. To meet this need the 
Highway Department applied 
centerline striping to 404 
miles of paved highways and 
applied 165.3 miles of restrip- 
ing. 

All highways in the county 
system have the centerline 
striped and restriping is done 
as needed. 

Also, to add to the safety 
of county highways, 965 traf- 
fic signs were erected this 
year. 

Officials of the Highway 
Department are looking for- 
ward to another full year for 
the 1967 period. 

Grading and drainage on 
the Columbiana-Dargin high- 
way is approximately 65 per 
cent complete, with completion 
of this phase of work expected 
in February. 

The Number Two Construc- 
tion Group is presently con- 
structing the Albright road 
(from County Highway 22 to

We highly prize a history of 
Shelby County Schools given 
us some time ago by Elvin 
Hill, superintendent of educa- 
tion. Since interest now cent- 
ers on the new Shelby County 
High School building let’s see 
something about how it came 
into the education facilities 
of the county... We quote from 
this record: 


One Of The Best 


“In 1907, George W. Bon- 
ner, a native of Clay County, 
was the principal of the Col- 
umbiana free school. 

“During the early part of 
the 20th century the free 
school was a comparatively 
new thing in the South and 
the one in Columbiana was 
classed as one of the best in 
Alabama. Through lack of 
funds, it had not acquired 
the modern conveniences and 
equipment of the public 
schools in some sections of 
the country, yet it was on 
the upward trend. 

“The school was supported 
in part By the proceeds from 
the city dispensary. This 
source of revenue went out 
of existence on Jan 1, 1908, 
under local prohibition 


Flower Beds 


“The people of Columbiana 
and Shelby County felt the 
need for a separate high 
school. A new high school 
building was erected in 1911. 
It was located on a six-acre 
lot which afforded space for 
a ball park, basketball and 
tennis courts, flower beds and 
vegetable gardens. 

“The basement had _ one 
large room especially arranged 
for the heating plant. The 
first floor consisted of four 
large classrooms the princi- 
pal’s office library and two 
rest rooms. 

“The second floor had two 
large classrooms and an au- 
ditorium which was used for 


chapel exercises and enter- 
tainments. The building was 
steam heated, _ electrically 


ing fountain, slate blackboards 
and all classrooms had steel- 
framed single desks. 


150 Volumes 


“In 1913-1914 the library 
had 150 volumes of standard 
works, a good encyclopedia 
and a dictionary — to which 
students often refuerred. 

“There was a vegetable gar- 
den on the campus and stu- 
dents, under the direction of 
Mr. Paul Luck, were expected 
to plant and cultivate the 
plot of ground. 

“At that time the course of 
study for county high schools 
in Alabama listed the follow- 
English, mathematics, 
history, spelling, science, man- 
ual training and drawing. 
German and Latin (electives) 
and school garden work. 


Cooking, Sewing 
Shelby County High School 
demestic science, cooking and 
sewing, were taught. 

“Before the use of school 
buses, Shelby County High 
school had many boarding 
students. They were under the 
direct supervision of the 
school principal and those in 
authority at their respective 
boarding houses In 1913-14, 
board could be secured in pri- 
vate homes for $10 to $12 per 
month. 

Mr. Lycurgus Leftwich was 
the first principal of Shelby 
County High School. Paul O. 
Luck was first assistant, Miss 
Caroline Rowe second assis- 
tant, Miss Clarice White (Mrs. 
P. O. Luck) teacher of Ex- 
pression, Mrs. G. F. Harper 
domestic science, Mrs Rosa 
Teague music, and Miss Mary 
MacMillian seventh grade 
teacher. J. O. Dorough was 
county superintendent and A. 
P. Longshore Jr. was school 
treasurer.”

School Impasse 
About To Pass? 


By DON WASSON 


MONTGOMERY — A federal Court hearing 
Wednesday on two cases is possibly the most vital 
yet in Alabama’s continuing attempt to negate, or at 
least soften, the U. S. dictums on school desegrega- 


cause why he should not be 


held in contempt of the Ma- 
con County ruling. The court 
turned down that request but 
said it would hear the alter- 
nate motion, 

The second case to be heard 
Wednesday is an NAACP 
suit attacnuig the constitu- 
tionality of the state law 
which outlawed the “guide- 
lines” on school desegrega- 
tion as formulated by the U. 
S. Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare. 

Outlaws Guidelines 

This “anti-guidelines” bill 
was passed at a special ses- 
sion of the Alabama legisla- 
ture the past summer and 
outlaws the HEW guidelines, 
nullifies all compliance forms 
signed by state school sys- 
tems, and allows use of state 
monies to replace some of the 
federal funds which might be 
withheld by HEW. 

The bill was passed over 
the objection of a few legis- 
lators who argued that the 
proper way to attack the 
HEW guidelines would be in 
a court test, not in a legis- 
lative action, They . argued 
that the bill would bring on 
a court suit and that, in view 
of the still-open Macon County 
case specifically ordering the 
state not to interfere, the 
Federal court would probably 
order immediate and complete 
desegregation of all state 
schools, - 

Better Off 

The truth of this argument 
will be proved in the upcom- 
ing court tests but at the time 
of the legislative debate, Wal- 
lace forces claimed that the 
state would be better off un- 
der court orders outlining de- 
segregation procedures than 
it was under the “arbitray 
and harmful” HEW guidelines. 

South Carolina has taken 
the legal route and has a suit 
pending in federal court test- 
ing the guidelines. Alabama 
chose to outlaw the guide- 
lines in Alabama, thus forc- 
ing the court test and pos- 
sibly setting up a “total de- 
segregation” order. 

There is no prediction when 
a ruling will come on the 
hearings nor on how long the 
hearings will last. They 
could take three or four days 
at least, court .observers be- 
lieve, 


permit the citizens of Frank- 
lin County to vote on a five- 
mill tax for hospital purposes. 


NO LOCAL VOTE 


Amendment No. 2 would 
authorize any municipality in 
Geneva County to lend public 
credit, become a stockholder, 
ete., for the purpose of aiding 
industrial development. There 
is no provision for a vote of 
the people of that county or 
the municipalities on the ques- 
tion. 

Amendment No. 3 would 
authorize Marengo County to 
issue bonds to build a new 
courthouse. The people of the 
county are given the privilege 
of vot'ng on the issue of such 
bonds before they can be sold. 

The Marengo County Court- 
house was destroyed by fire 
about a year ago and the gov- 
erning body of that county is 
dependent upon the passage 
of this amendment and its ap- 
proval by the people of Ma- 
rengo County for funds for 
the construction of the new 
courthouse. 


UP TO LEGISLATURE 


Amendment No. 4 would 
permit the Legislature to 
place the tax assessor and the 
tax collector of Marengo 
County on a salary. No pro- 
vision is made for a vote by 
the people of that county on 
the amendment. 

Only 35 of the 51 voting 
machines in Shelby County 
will be placed in service for 
this election. There will be a 
machine at each voting place 
but only one machine, 

A light turnout is expected. 

On issues of this kind — 
and in the absence of unus- 
ual circumstances — the in- 
clination of a thoughtful citi- 
zen in a faraway place is to 
vote for the propositions that 
require specific approval of 
the people in the areas af- 
fected, and to take a dim view 
of the others, 

Under this rule-of-thumb, 
Propositions One and Three 
seem to merit approval. 
Number Two could lead to 
dangerous .consequences, .and 
an innocent bystander would 
think that the citizens of 
Marengo County should have 
a say-so on affairs that are 
purely local. 

But the Alabama Constitu- 
tion of 1901 doesn’t agree. 
That antiquated Old Gentle- 
man insists that everything 
from dog licenses to flea bags 
must be a matter for a con- 
stitutional amendment, which 
requires a statewide vote. 

Wonder if, our incoming 
governess — first in history 
to exercise the authoritative 
power of succession — might 
become interested in using 
this power to push through a 
constitutional convention?

“In addition to any taxes now

sessed valuation of taxable property 
in Districts One, Two, and Three 
of Franklin County, Alabama, to 
be used exclusively for public hos- 
pital purposes (as the term ‘public 
hospital purposes’ is defined in 
Amendment LXXVI to the Consti- 
tution proposed by Acts of 1949, 
Page 897, submitted December 13, 
1949, and proclaimed ratified De- 
cember 21, 1949) within said Dis- 
tricts One, Two. and Three; pro. 
vided that the time during which 
such tax is to continue and the pur- 
pose thereof shall have been first 
submitted to a vote of the qualified 
electors in Districts One, Two, and 
Three of Franklin County and voted 
for by a majority of such clectors 
voting at such election. The gov- 
erning body of Franklin County 
may call an election at any time, 
and it shall be the duty of such 
governing body to call an election 
to be held within ninety days after 
receipt by it of a petition signed 
by not less than 5% of the qualified 
electors of said Districts One, Two, 
and Three, reauesting that such 
election be called.

“The governing body of Franklin 
County shall have power to desig- 
nate as the agency of the County, 
to construct, acquire, equip, operate 
and maintain public hospital facili- 
ties for’ said Districts One, Two, 
and Three, any public corporation 
heretofore or hereafter organized 
for hospital purposes in the County. 
When a public corporation shall 
have been so designated, the pro- 
ceeds of said tax thereafter collected 
shall be paid to it and shall be 
used by it for any one or more 
of the purposes for which the tax 
shall have been voted; provided, 
that payments of the proceeds of 
said tax to said public corporation 
shall be made only to such extent 
as will not result in the impairment 
of the obligation of any contract 
theretofore made with respect to 
said tax.

Mr. Lester has operated a 
farm under Distict agreement 
ever since. Though C. C. Ross 
now owns that first farm, 
himself a cooperator of the 
Shelby County S.C.D. 

Hap Hatchett helped in- 

troduce or boost the use of 
many new or unfamiliar crops 
for erosion control, use of 
marginal lands, soil building, 
etc. His early efforts with 
kudzu gave him one of his 
nick names. Some of these 
crops served their purpose 
and have largely fallen into 
disuse, Others, such as bahia, 
fescue, ball clover, and les- 
pedeza bicolor continues to 
grow in popularity and econo- 
mic importance. So also do 
many principles of land use, 
cultural practices, and engin- 
eering or management sys- 
tems he has taught and advo- 
cated. 
Probably by the time this 
is printed “Hap” will have as- 
sisted his last person or 
group officially. Retirement 
on December 30th from the 
S.C.S. is not likely to stop 
him from helping any land- 
owner in a “tight”.

Suit By Railroads 


But the other loss is very 
likely in the realm of ad va- 
lorem taxes, and it is estimat- 
ed that cities and counties 
will lose $12 million annually. 


The drop will result if the 
courts rule for the railroads in 
their suit whch charges dis- 
crimination in tax assess- 
ment, The rail lines say their 
holdings are assessed at twice 
the rate of individuals and 
other businesses. 


If the Montgomery Circuit 
Court finds this to. be true 
then the cities and counties 
can do one of two things. They 
can cut the railroad assess- 
ments, or raise all other as- 
sessments, to come in line 
with what the railroads pay 

Since it seems highly un- 
likely that the latter course 
will be taken, then it must be 
presumed that the railroads 
assessments will be cut. And 
if this happens, you can kiss 
$12 million a year goodbye. 

It is fairly evident that the 
state thinks the court will 
find in favors of the railroads, 
because in the last special 
session, the Legislature au- 
thorized a study of the ad 
valorem tax structure in Ala- 
bama.

The NAACP’s suit attacking 
the constitutionality of the 
anti-guidelines bill is one of 
the things to be decided.

The Shelby Memorial Hos- 
pital Board Tuesday night 
confirmed a recommendation 
submitted by the  board’s 
House Committee, in an effort 
tc resolve a conflict involving 
key hospital personnel. 

The board voted..to retain 
all key personnel, following 
the House Committee's as- 
surance that all problems had 
been “solved harmoniously and 
peacefully” and that the af- 
fairs at the hospital were 
“progressing nicely with no 
problems.” 

Dissension had existed, pri- 
marily between Hospital Ad- 
ministrator Herman Herold 
and Ronald Short, director of 
laboratories, 

Although not expressed in 
the official board meeting, 
informed sources revealed 
that each had been advised 
to manage his own profes- 
sional affairs and to avoid 
unnecessary intervention into 
the other’s sphere of respon- 
sibility. 

Several routine changes in 


by-laws were approved, and 
Herold reported “a good 
month” of financial opera- 
tion for December. 

Action on a _ proposed 
amendment of the by-laws 


to clarify the administrator's 


authority to hire and fire, 
was postponed for further 
study. 


For a time there had heen 
some question whether the 
hospital board would willingly 
agree to news coverage of 
board actions, which hy Ala- 
bama law are a matter of pub- 
lie record.
